Shortage of Steel Stalls Library 
Extension Construction . . . Maybe 



McGill Is' going ahead with the 
construction' of an extension to 
Rcdpath Library — but how, no- 
body seems to know. 

The extension, which was begun 
last summer is to be completely 
fireproof, and will provide space 
so that onc million books can be 
stored in the library. It is also to 
increase the number of seats avail- 
able for undergraduates to, 400, and 
for graduates to 200. 

The "Herald" said ln a story re- 
cently, that, due 'to the shortage of 
steel, plans for the extension would 
probably be stopped. The heavy 
type of steel needed comes îiom the 
U.S., where priority allmment has 
been in effect for some time. The 
Canadian government {ias received 
some of this steel, but it hasn't al- 
lotcd any yet. . 

While the steel will not be need- 
ed until November or December, 



according to the /Herald,' the local 
steel supplier. If they were to. su. 
ply for that dale, would then Hay 
to cut, punch, rivet and bend it. 

When questioned by The Daily, 
a spokesman fro mthe, office of Mr. 
Dufric, head of the Grounds and 
Building Dept., said that they have 
not received any steel, but tha 
work on the extension Is being c 
tinued and they strongly hope that 
the government will make soma 
available. 

Mr. Pennington, chief librarian, 
said however that steel is not a 
pressing necessity at the moment 
since the workmen are still pour- 
ing concrete and will probab ly de- 
lay using steel until after the win- 
ter.

Yesterday's decision by the Intercolle- 
giate Union Board of Reference on the case 
; of Wagner and Robillard was the only on'e ( 
which could have been made under the cir- 
cumstances. The two boys, and several other 
Students in similar positions, were allowed 
to continue their course of study by their 
faculty. Their ineligibility rested on a re- 
cently adopted faculty rule which was found 
in practice to be undesirable. The rule was 
changed and sports pages around the Inter- 
collegiate circuit blossomed with headlines 
and comments. , 

The situation was no different than that 
in which many students find themselves 
each year. However in this particular case 
the students involved were football players, 
and the searchlight of publicity was turned 





on. The whole incident was regrettable/ The 
most regrettable part was flie publicity i 
.given the personal life of two McGill stud- 1 
ente. .The stories, that resulted were merely 
another incident in a long line of smear ' 
and semi-smear stories that have been writ- 
ten during the past few years around the 
Intercollegiate Football circuit. The result 
has been a retaliation and a blackmark 
against many students, whose only crime 
has been to go out for the football team. 

In this case the authorities have handled 
the case with fairness and justice. Wagner 1 
and Robillard will be permitted to piny as 
arc boys in the same position at other Uni- 
versities, and even in other faculties at Mc- 
Gill. There will be no reflection on the 
careers of two McGill students. —J. A. R.

The Editors Discuss Their Handbook 



You are liable . to meet Itev.

At . first, 
the man seems to have a dual per 
aonallty, that' of an 0 
omlst and that of the CI 
slonary. At first (lance, economics 
are an unlikely subject for a mis- 
sionary, but Jim Puxley saya that 
economics are as good a means as 
any of serving Christ. 

Interest Aroused 
Jim Puxley studied Economics at 
Oxford where he also attended 
meetings of thé Stbdent Christian 
Movement: while he was training 
to ■ become an economist, under 
neath came the stream of Christian- 
ity. This- stream mfcde Its way 
through a gradual process: while 
reading Emmanuel Kant's "Critique 
de la Raison Pure," he saw for the 
first time that man's intellect is 
not all competent: it approaches 
reality from certain self-imposed 
limitations and categories of time 
and space are devices through 
which our human mind can appre- 
hend reality. Thus was aroused Jim 
Puxlcy's Interest towards religion 
Then he went to Yale on a schol- 
arship to complete his studies in 
Economics. In 1932, he published 
book called "A Critique of the 
tld Standard," he was also or- 
dained as an Anglican minister and 
got married during the same year. 
He was then sent to India where 
he became head of the Department 
Economics at St. John's College 
at Agra.

The McGill Handbook 1U51-52, "Our* 
Campus Bible," has been distributed during 
the past week for tho sixty-second time, 
to both freshmen and uppcrclassmen • at 

•McGill University. 

Ever since the Handbook was first pub- 
lished in 1889 to inform students about ex- 
tra-curricular activities on the Campus, it 
has established for iisclf a definite position 
■ among the various publications at McGill.' 
£— that of acting as the student counterpart 
to the facility announcements. Whereas the 
aouncements outline to the student the 
y possible courses he can follow, and the 
egulations governing admittance to these 
courses, the Handbook describes the many 
> phases of student-controlled activities on 
the Campus, 

The question has often been raised, with 
murmurings of "Sacrilege:" "Why has this 
small red-covered book been nicknamed the 
'Bible?' The answer to this question lies in 
**''' the fact that the student body has com< 
depend upon the Handbook for guidance and 
enlightenment in the conduct of student 
affairs, just as one depends upon the Bible 
for guidance in spiritual affairs. 

This year's editorial staff, decided to in- 
1 corporate some new features which, in the 
I. words of the Editor, are "designed to pro- 
duce a Handbook that is worthy of carrying 
McG ill's Coat of Arms."" 

For purposes of ""clarity, and concisen- 
ess" it was found necessary to divide the 
Handbook into various chapters, such as 
"Your Executive" or "University Armed 
Services." MoreoveV, each chapter is com- 
menced with an introduction which explains 
its contents and .uses. Tims the student at

Another innovation in this year's edition 
is the inclusion of an index so that the stud- 
chd.will save time in looking up informa- 
tion.

The editorial 
staff has urged all students, especially fresh- 
men, to use the index if they wish to employ 
, the Handbook to its best advantage. 

The inclusion of a map of downtown 
Montreal on the back cover of the Hand- 
book was precipitated by the fact that many 
out-of-town students come to McGill every 
year and the editors desired to facilitate 
their finding tllcir way about the city. On 
the map the locations of a number of points 
of interest in the city have been indicated; 
•for the student new to Montreal might 
well wish to visit some of the places dc- ' 
ibed in the brief sketch of Montreal's 
xkground (included in the chapter called 
"Campus Folklore.) 

Some students have never been able to 
find any use for the Handbook, and after 
receiving their copy at registration, they 
stow it away in some inconspicuous place. 
This fact has always been deplored by those 
who put their time and effort into the publi- , 
cation of the Handbook and has drawn the 
following comment from . Editor-in-Chief • 
Frank Shamy: "The proper place for the 
Handbook is in the student's coat pocket 
• or purse. That is the reason why n small- 
sized pocketbook edition is published.

Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic 
on ruled yesterday that Gene

McGlll Rcdmen are fully' eligible 
for senior Intercollegiate football 
this year. 

The whole matter was dropped 
In the lap of the CIAU for official 
clarification by McGlll authorities. 
This ruling has finally cleared up 
a situation which let the University 
in for a great deal of criticism in 
many circles. > 

In closing the case, J. P. Loose 
more, secretary of the CIAU issued 
the following statement: 
« "In view of the considerable pub- 
licity In the dally press regarding 
the eligibility of Roblllard and 
Wagner as members' of the McGill 
senior football team and conflicting 
reports which have been published, 
the Board or Reference of the 
Canadian intercollegiate Athletic 
Union— composed . of one member 
or the academic staff from each or 
the University or Toronto, Queen's 
University, University of Western 
Ontario and McGlll University— has 
considered their cases carefully at 
the request or McGlll University. 




members of the board of reference 
—the member from McGill abstain- 
ing from voting— is that these men 
are unquestionably eligible to re- 
present their union in senior inter- 
collegiate football this fall." 

The whole matter stems from the 
fact that the two football players 
In question were, after having writ- 
ten supplemental! this fail, were at 
first thought to be ineligible to play 
football this fall due to erroneous 
Interpretation of University acad- 
emic regulations. Upon further ex- 
amination of the case, however, 
the pair were declared eligible. ' 

Hard on the heels of this second 
decision, came unfavorable critic- 
ism since It appeared that academic 
rules were being relaxed for the 
sake of the, football players. 

The truth of the matter remains 
that Roblllard and Wagner were 
Judged In exactly the same way 
as are dozens of undergraduates 
In not only McGlll but in the oth- 
er three schools as well. 

What people-, generally, do not 
know, and the fact that was not 
clearly brought out in metropoli- 
tan newspaper treatment of the 
affair Is that Roblllard and Wag- 
ner were only two of actually six 
students Involved In this affa'- 
The other four, not nearly as wld 
ly publicized by those concerned 
with the unfortunate treatment of 
the case, came under the same re- 
gulations as the 'celebrated' pair.

The slogan of the Communists, pro- 
pagandising for ail they arc worth, 
is PEACE.

A few were 
helped through what one of them

For those who had not secured 
lodging in advance arrangements 
were made by the Society to keep 
them from being stranded on or- 
rlval.

Varsity Frosh 
End Escapade 
In Hoosegow 

Toronto — (CUP) — Seventeen 
freshmen at the University of Tor- 
onto face charges in the Queen 
City's police court as a result of the 
annual scavenger hunt which forms 
a part of Trinity College Initia- 
tions.. 

The trouble started last Thurs- 
day night, when groups of frosh 
Invaded Yongc Street trams in or- 
der to obtain the stretcher adver» 
Using signs which were needed to 
complete the scavenger hunt. 
They weren't at all subtle about it. 
Instead of sneaking a few signs 
out at one time, groups of as many 
as twenty frosh attempted to bor- 
row the placards en masse. 

One car was delayed for six min- 
utes. Three others were damaged. 
Toronto Transport officials called 
the local gendarmerie, who book- 
ed 15 of the frosh on charges of 
disorderly conduct and malicious 
damage. 

TTC officials had not yet releas- 
ed anl information on Monday as 
to whether they would press the 
charges. 

The frosh of j Trinity College, 
known affectionately as "worms," 
were each required to obtain in 
the scavenger hunt: a copy of Flashi 
a membership card in the Toronto 
Radio Artists Club (a downtown 
private club), a streetcar ad sign, 
and two bottles of beer. 

The charge of violating the 
Liquor Control Act arose out nf 
a freak Incident in which two 
freshmen were returning , to the 
college with the requisite beer 
when they were stopped by police

Against Electric Deal 

Magog. Oct. 3— Local properly 
owners In a two-day ballot that 
ended today, voted against a pro- 
posed loan by-law to borrow $35,- 
000 to purchase the electric Instal- 
lation on the newly-annexed portion 
of Magbg. 

An unusually low percentage of 
the eligible 5,017 voters exercized 
their rights. Seventy-two voted 
against, 50 voted In favor, and 
there were two spoiled ballots. 

This marked the second time In 
four months that •proper!- owners 
voted against the by-law. '. c elec- 
tric installation Is presently owned 
by the Co-operative Electric Com- 
pany of Magog.
